tfie offices of Secretary of Commerce 
and l a b o r Straus. 
The meeting was 
attended by delegates of chambers of 
commerce, boards of trade and other 
organizations called together by Sec­ 
retary Straits to promote t loser asso­ 
ciation between the department and 
the commercial bodies of tile United 
States. 
Secretary of State Root and 
Secretary Straus addressed the meet­ 
ing arid later the conference was for­ 
mant organized. 
Gustav ll. Schwab 
of New York was made chairman,

were appointed to per­ 
fect organization and much progress 
was made in carrying out a scheme 
presented by Mr. Straus, which he 
characterized as a tentative one for 
the consideration of the delegates.

ward Cohen of Lynn, president of th® 
state branch of the American Federa­ 
tion of Labor; 
seriously 
wounding 
Dennis D 
Drlsroll of Boston, secre­ 
tary of the same board, and Injuring 
w ith tile muzzle of his revolver Arthur 
M 
Iluddell of Boston, former presi­ 
dent of the Central Labor union of 
this city. 
The insane man. who was 
John A Steele of Everett and who was 
released on parole last month from 
the Danvers insane asylum, was over 
powered by Private Secretary Charles 
S Groves and General J. ll. Whitney, 
chief of the state police. 
Governor Guild was in his 
o f f ic e 
only a few lect away and rushing out 
assisted 
In 
subduing 
Steele, 
then 
knelt 
by 
Cohen’s 
side and subse­ 
quently directed the removal of the 
wounded men to the hospital. 
Cohen was shot twice through th® 
head and is in a critical condition at 
the Massachusetts general hospital. 
The third bullet 
struck Driscoll a 
glancing blow on the side of the fore­ 
head. rendering him unconscious.
